The following report from the ladies' 
committee was also dealt with in a sim- 
ilar way: 

The Ladies' Committee 
Ladies nnd Gentlemen — It is with 
feelintrs of thankfulness and satisfaction 
that we present to you the annual report 
of the ladies' committee of the Protestant 
Orphans' Home. The home itself, and 
of its internal management (of which we 
are greatly proud, nnd for which in a 
large measure great credit is due to the 
etllcient matron, Mrs. Kay) holds a fore- 
most position amongst the charitable in- 
stitutions of this city, and would, we 
are sure, by comparison hold its own 
with any similar institution in a city 
with a much larger population than Vic- 
toria. For this happy condition we beg 
to thank the kind public who on all 
occasions have given and do still give 
so liberally and generously to the main- 
tenance and support of this necessary 
charity which justly appeals not only 
to the minds hut to the hearts of all, in 
the name anil for the sake of common 
humanity. 

It was found necessary during the past 
year to replace the wooden stationary 
wushtubs (which have been in constant 
use since the building was first erected 
and having been deemed tin wholesome 
and a possible source of great danger) 
by earthenware ones, which have thus 
far proved to be very satisfactory. The 
halls are now covered with linoleum, 
which not only gives the home a more 
comfortable and homelike appearance, 
but at the same time affords, we think, 
a protection to tho floors. 

A more than generous response was 
received in answer to the circular letter ; 
sent to friends in the outlying districts 
for fruit and vegetables, principally po- 
tatoes, the latter, as we all know, with | 
Kood bread and butter, holding an im- 
portant position on the menu of such in- 
stitutions. Here it may be of some 
interest to know, for all the curious, and 
we are told that "curiosity is the mother 
of self-acquired knowledge," that it re- 
quires on an nvernge a sack of flour 
a day for bread, and splendid bread it 
is; ten pounds of porridge constitute 
part of the morning meal, and a sack of 
potatoes being sufficient for three days' 
consumption. 

The deep thnnks of this institution 
were given to the kind donors, and we 
again repeat our gratitude. The cow I 
purchased from Mr. Bishop has proved 
to be a veritable dairy, not only BUpply-J 
ing all the milk, but almost affording j 
sufficient butter to be made for the use 
of the home. Whilst this institution 
lias fortunately a large stock of poultry, 
which keeps the homo well supplied with 
eggs, it may he stated that the matron 
was enabled to preserve seventy dozen 
eggs for winter use. 

The annual pound party, a most use- 
ful invention, which was held at. the 
home oi! the 2nd day of September last, 
was. we think, a greater success than 
ever, not so much in the number of those 
present, hut" in the quantity of pounds 
donated, thus replenishing the pantries 
and thereby relieving the treasury, ami 
in this way contributing in no small de- 
gree to the support and maintenance of 
the orphanage. 

Although during the past year there 
has been a great ileal of sickness in the 
home (and some of the children having 
been very ill indeed), we are thankful to 
sue that ll.ider the careful medical at- 
tention of Dr. Carter, always gratuitous- 
ly and cheerfully given, ami the good 
nursing received, till passed safely 
through the trying ordeal. 

The Oth day of August last will long 
be remembered by the children as a red- 
lcltcr day in their lives, when their kind 
hostess, Sirs. Xowton, of Oak Hay, pro- 
vided special cars to convey them to and 
front lout favorite resort, there to enjoy 
to their hearts' content a long, happy 
day on the beach. 

A delicious dinner had been prepared, 
and during the afternoon all manner of 
games and races were indulged in. for 
which the kind entertainer had douated 
prizes, while boating on the placid -waters 
of the bay occupied their time as well. 
After tea bail been partaken of ami the 
eveniti!.' prayer said, three rousing cheers, 
as children only can do, were lustily 
given for Mr. ami Mrs. Newton, thus 
ending all loo soon for Ihe children n 
memorable day at the seaside. 

It was with reluctance nnd regret that 
the resignation of Mrs. McCulloeh as 
president of this committee, which she 
had served faithfully and satisfactorily 
for several venrs, was accepted. By re- 
quest Mrs. (',. A. McTnvish kindly re- 
lieved her of her duties for '-he remainder 
of the year, she, however, still continuing 
to be one of the committee. 

Mrs. HuteliCRon and Mrs. W. W. Wil- 
son, two valued members of lhi« commit- 
tee, have been greatly missed at the 
past mcetines, both hnving been com- 
pelled to take n forced rest through seri- 
ous illness, but we trust and hope they 
will be nhle fce occupy their customary 
places in the new year, arid assist the 
committee as they have done for many 
venrs with their canable assistance and 
advice.

"Several cases have recently arisen 
suggestive of the benefits that might 
accrue to the fishing Industry If the 
general government exercised Jurlsdie 
tlon. These enses also show how the 
fish-culture work of the bureau of 
fisheries and of the state llsh cammis- 
slons may be counteracted, and per- 
haps renlered entirely nugatory, and 
how valuable station propert- may be 
rendered worthless, through failure of 
the states to afford protection to the 
fishes. 

"Attention may be drawn particu- 
larly to the salmon fisheries of the 
Pacific states. These fisheries are so 
extensive and exhaustive, and the 
property interests Involved are so 
valuable, that every precaution should 
be taken to ensure the unimpaired 
perpetuation of the various species of 
salmon, as has been done In CaUforla. 
It would appear, however, that as else- 
where the trend of public sentiment Is 
In the direction of the greatest free- 
dom of fishery, with little or no regard 
for the near future. This Is shown 
by the curtailing of already too short 
closed seasons on the Columbia and 
other rivers, by the erection of im- 
passable dams in streams that salmon 
are wont to use and to spawn, anl by 
the unrestricted operation of fishing 
devices in locations where they are 
known to be unnecessarily destruct- 
ive.

"It Is respectfully recommended that 
consideration be accorded the proposi- 
tion to discontinue all government fish- 
ery work In those states that exhibit 
no healthy sentiment In favor Of the 
preservation of their supply of food 
and game fishes, congress being asked 
ta grant such authority If necessary."

Mr. O'Mulley has devised the most ef- 
fective method of securing the fish 
which reach Baker Lake. Not a 
spawn fish escapes him during the 
season. Xo one who has seen ills 
great trap can doubt that, yet in 
190D — a year of the big run — he only 
took 2,500 breeding sockeyes. Is it to 
be wondered at that Mr. Bowers, who 
authorized the appropriation for the 
work there, Is annoyed at the failure 
of the state to permit tlsh to enter the 
Skagit? r Mr. Bowers gives tho catch 
of some of the pound traps at the 
mouth of the .Skagit as 10,000 for a 
single day. 

Demands Protective Measures 

"What fisherman or cariner believes 
that the run of sockeye to the Skagit 
can be maintained under such condi- 
tions? No sane fisherman or canner 
believes It for a moment. It is high 
time that the fact was recognized by 
the legislature. 

" ' As sure as God made little apples 
there will be no fish on Puget Sound 
in the near future unless there are 
laws provided that protect them. The 
present laws do not protect."

ST. PATRICK'S DAY. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
Colonist announced that St. Patrick's 
Day this year would fall on the 16th, 
it occurs as usual on the 17th. We 
make this announcement for the relief 
of those who seem to have worried 
over the attempt of the Colonist to 
make changes in the calendar of 
saints' days. St. Patrick's Day. we 
have discovered, is not a movable 
feast, subject to the mutations of the 
mighty will of an editor. it is true 
that there Is no absolute certainty that 
lie cither was born or died on the day 
specially dedicated to his memory, 
but it lias become unalterably tixed by 
custom, and wc regret that we should 
have been guilty of attempting to dis- 
turb a popular tradition by shifting 
the date back twenty-four hours. As 
a matter of fact, the proofreader is 
probably responsible for the revolu- 
tionary effort of the Colonist, which on 
this bright emerald morning begs to 
tender its humble apologies to all true 
-wearers of the green. Whether St. 
Patrick was born on the 16th or the 
17th of Ireland is a matter Of, little 
consequence compared with the un- 
doubted historical fact that such a 
great and good man lived, and lived 
'for the good of his adopted country. 
St. Patrick was a missionary, who do- 
voted some forty-five years of his life 
to the work of the church as priest 
and bishop. That he was afterwards 
canonized as a saint Is a tribute to his 
piety and neal at a period In history 
when saints were feu- and far be- 
tween. All good men, of whatever 
nationality or whatever creed of 
Christendom, can honor the memory of 
a man who thus laid himself on the 
altar of his country for his country's 
moral and material welfare. 

There has been a good deal of dis- 
pute as to St. Patrick's nationality, as 
to whether he was a Scotchman or an 
Irishman. The Irishman is often 
twitted by Scotchmen nbout the fact 
that his patron saint was burn on the 
Clyde, near where Dumbarton now is, 
and that he was 1"> years old when he 
was carried away into slavery in ire- 
land; and again, that after his escape 
he returned to his early home to 
mature his plans for his life's work- 
to regenerate and save Ireland. Does 
it really matter'.' The Irish Picts and 
the Scotch Picts belonged to one race, 
and only the waters of a turbulent 
channel divided them. Patrick him- 
self, as his name would indicate, was 
probably a Roman, or a Romanized 
Briton, of noble birth, and belonged to 
neither one nor the other. His 
father, we are told, was a magistrate. 
]( was too long ago to split hairs on 
the subject. All good men, who are 
not English or Welsh, are cither Irish 
or Scotch. Each has his patron saint 
of Immortal memory. St. Andrew 
suffered glorious martyrdom on a cross 
-which has ever since been known as 
St. Andrew's cross; St. David tri- 
umphed over the Pelagian heretics at 
the synod of Befi; St. George is cred- 
ited with slaying a dragon, although 
the feat is highly mythical; and St. 
Patrick banished the snakes from Ire- 
land. The only one of the four whose 
claims to canonization are doubtful i;; 
the English patron saint, but. at this 
date it is hardly fair to unearth the 
skeleton of his historical closet. For 
aught we know or can tell, he may 
have been slandered by contempor- 
aries. 

jtt is a fact that is not probably 
(antll'lar to many readers that there; 
were three I'at ricks, all priests, all 
missionaries In Ireland and all more 
or less contemporaries. Do we won- 
iler, therefore, that the name Patrick 
has become so popular in Ireland, even 
though it was not an Irish name at 
a jj — ijut Patricus or Patrlcius, of good 
old Latin flavor, and was classic In a 
day when good spelling either in Ire- 
land or Scotland was even of less con- 
sequence than It was PiOO or 1300 
years later. J lis other name was 
Buccat, but he preferred Patrick, and

THE CANCELLATION OF THE 
RESERVE. 

The illegality of the transaction where- 
by Kuien island was conveyed to the 
Grand Trunk Pacific is now reduced to 
the contention that the reserve was not 
cancelled according to law before the 
lands were grunted. 

The fact that the acute legal mind of 
Sir. Maedonald did nut discover this 
"Haw" in his microscopic and exceed- 
ingly Inquisitorial examination into the 
details of the matter ought to discredit 
its aeeeptanee by these who champion 
his cause. It is true that Mr. John 
Oliver referred to it in his "tall; against 
time," but) Mr. Oliver does net pose as 
a legal authority, nor were his conten- 
tions throughout more seriously present- 
ed to, than they were taken by, the 
house. 

However, we nitty examine the con- 
tention for what it is worth. The sec- 
tion of the I, and Act. to which reference 
is made, is as follows: 

"The lieutenant-governor in council 
shall have power to cancel reservations 
of laud made for temporary purposes, 
but tie' order in council providtnig for 
(lie cancellation shall not take effect 
until notice thereof shall have been pub- 
lished for three months in the British 
Columbia Gazette, and in some news- 
paper circulating in the district in which 
the lands proposed to he affected are 
situate." 

We do net pose, more than Mr. Oliver, 
as a legal authority, bill we see nothing 
in the above except as a direction to the 
chief commissioner how to proceed -when 
it has been decided to take a r "ve off 
a certain reserved area. The cancelling 
or a reserve simply bus the effect of 
bringing the land into the open market 
again, subject to the operations of pur- 
chase and pre-emption. When the land 
has been sold and disposed of by crown 
grant it i,-; no longer open to the public, 
under the provisions of the Land .Act. 
A reserve placed on land by the govern- 
ment is a reserve against, the ordinary 
operations of the act in regard to sale, 
hut not against disposition of the land 
under section ;!!>, disposed of for pur- 
poses of "public advantage." It would 
be Incompatible with the spirit of the 
Land Act to cancel a reserve on land 
that was not afterwards open to pre- 
emption or sale, as in this ease. The 
creation of a reserve is the act of the 
lieutenant-governor general in council, 
and the disposition of laud under sec- 
tion IK) is a similar act, the natural ef- 
fect of which is nullification of the re- 
serve without formal proceedings. 

Assuming, however, that there was an 
oversight, on the part of the government, 
and that the land could not he sold 
while there was a reserve on il. what 
is the legal effect? Does it invalidate 
the crown grant? And assuming Unit 
it does invalidate the conveyance, who 
is hurt? If it were a bad bargain, giv- 
en away to a "band of adventure 
(male and female)," as claimed by the 
worthy gentlemen who constitute the op- 
position, would it not lie a blessed out- 
come for the province to come into its 
own again?

"Tiie use of soap lather prior to shaving 
the beard Is regarded merely as a means 
of" facilitating the troublesome operation 
Soap is said to extract the oily matters 
from the hair and thus to render It brittle 
so that the blade of the razor saws through 
It easily, for, after all, shaving la a deli- 
cate sawing process. With sensitive skins 
or course, a soap of good quality and 
preferably free from alkaline excess Is 
ln Ji islrablo. 

"On tho other hand, It. might be thought 
'"■that an excess of alkali would prepare the 
heard more readily than a pure soap or 
superfatted soap. The corrosive effect of 
alkali, however, leaves no doubt as to 
which description of soap should be used. 
Soa.p probably plays a more important 
jrOle than that of a saponlfier of the natural 
oil of the hair. In spite of the fact that 
|those who use the razor frequently cut 
,themsol i-i'n, it Is rarely that Anything 
tuoro serious than a cut follows, the slight 
Iwoand generally healing quickly, and the 
risk of septicaemia arising in this way 
jw-ould seem to be almost nil. In the ma- 
jority of cases il is clear that the razor 
jlilado must be baeterlologlcally clean, 
which may he attributed to the fact that 
[probably it Is dipped Into hot or sterilized 
pvater before use, or else that the soap 
iatlier is antiseptic. Tho latter explana- 
tion seems the more probable of the "two. 

"The amount of soap rubbed- on the skin 
Is considerable If the shaving Is to be In 
any degree comfortable, and soap has con- 
siderable antiseptic power, a six per cent 
solution being .sufficient to destroy the 
typhoid bacillus. There can bo little doubt, 
therefore, that the skin is rendered sterile 
by the liberal application of soap, and this 
(a-et Is In favor of any cut that may be 
niade remaining healthy, and without any 
serious consequence. In a word, soap lii 
the operation of shaving not only facili- 
tates the process, but plays the same valu- 
able rOle, when tho shaver Is unlucky 
enough to cut himself, as does the antisep- 
tic in surgery."

Report on the Disaster Ready 
Presentation. 



The finding of the commissioners— 
Captain James Gaulhi, local agent nf 
tho marine department, Captain j, g. 
Cox, Lloyd's agent, nnd Captain New- 
combe of the fishery cruiser Kestrel— 
with regard to the investigation held 
by them concerning the Valencia dis- 
aster, has been completed arid is being 
revised by the attorney who represent- 
ed the Dominion government at the 
enquiry.
